“The various manipulations causes 
doubt,” said the Senator from Cnick- 
asha, “as to’ the sincerity behind this 
bill for prohibition. 
The house has 
asked for an opportunity to send a bill 
here which we know would pass, and 
we find the managers of the legislation 
refusing to permit it.” 
Senator Stewart, 
lately 
returned 
from Antlers, said the people were call 
ing for some machinery which would 
keep whisky out of the country and 
not to bring it in. 
“We of the Indian Territory side 
of the state,” said Senator Stewart, 
“have lived there for forty years with­ 
out a dispensary and don’t find a neces 
sity for it now.” 
He was asked if he had talked to 
the boys at the “forks” and he said 
that he had, and that they were not 
in favor of the “crossroad grogshop 
plan.” 
Senator Redwine, who represents 
th- McAlester district, went on record 
for his 37,000 people as favoring a 
dispensary, and Senator Roddie charg­ 
ed that the house leaders who wanted 
the bill returned were known to fav­

While on a visit to St. Louis the past 
week, where he was a guest of the 
S t Louis Club, Gov. C. N. Haskell, in 
an interview with a reporter for the 
st. Louis Post Dispatch, gave some 
idea of the big job starting a new 
state. 


It would be a long time between 
meals for Gov. Charles N. Haskell, of 
Oklahoma, if it were not for his wife, 
The governor told some business 
here that it s no easy task governing 
lew state. 
Office hours begin at 9 
o clock in the morning and they last 
until l l at night, and I would never 
get lunch if my wife didn’t bring it 
over to the executive chamber,” said 
the governor. 
Oklahoma’s governor is 
a 
sturdy 
built, ruddy faced man of medium 
height ,who looks to he about 45 years 
old. He has a smooth-shaven face and 
tots of hair. He used to be a news­ 
paper man. 
He has a breezy, cordial 
manner. 


Being governor of a new. state is 
a much tougher job than that of an 
old state,” said Mr. H ask ell yesterday 
as he sat in the directors’ room of the 
Commonwealth Trust company, 
‘‘in 
wealth and population we are ahead of 
twenty-two other states and yet we 
Sidn’t have anything organized when 
we began except some schools. Our 
convicts are kept somewhere in Kan­ 
sas. 
We have 180 crazy people near 
St. Louis. We haven’t a state pris 
on or any insane asylums, and these 
classes of people have to be taken 
23re of by private contract. 
Then 
there are deaf and dumb and blind 
people to be cared for. Ordinarily j 
flew state has all its counties organ 
ized. Out of our seventy-five counties, 
forty-nine began their existence and 
focal government at the time the state 
began it. 
Ifs a different proposition 
when a governor steps up to the throt­ 
tle of machinery that has been in run­ 
ning order for years. But in our state 
we are up against the proposition of 
organizing things at every turn. So 
you can easily imagine, we don’t have 
any spare time at the state capital 
days* Everything is going to 
come out all right, but we have good 
bard work ahead of us. 
Doing Things at Home. 
T think we can say we are doing 
dungs in Oklahoma. Our bank'insur­ 
ance system is attracting attention 
everywhere. Incidentally, 
it 
is 
t- 
trading deposits from other states. 
The plan went into effect on Febru­ 
ary 14. The law provides that state 
hanks shall insure their deposits by 
placing I per cent of their amount 
with the treasurer of the state 
In 
the event, of a failure we shall use 
this fund to make up the loss to the 
depositors. 
As a m atter of fact, the 
history of banking indicates that I per 
cent will cover the losses for more 
than ten years.

tomorrow morning Action by the sen- 
ate on the house's request came after 
a committee named last night In the 
senate caucus had been m consulta- 
tion with Speaker Murray and a com- 
mittee of the house this afternoon in 
an endeavor to have the house recede 
from its position in requesting re- 
turn of the bill.

The house committee refused 
to 


( change its attitude, and in plain words, 
told the senate's deputation that the 
house was weary of the way the bill 
was being treated in the senate. 


It was unofficially 
understood as 


was stated upon the floor of the sen- 
ate this afternoon, that the house 
would if given possession of the bill, 
divided it as suggested in the mes- 
sage of Mr. Murraj yesterday. 


In making the motion to postpone 


action until Friday afternoon, Sena- 
tor BUUrps, author of the bill, did not 
explain why delay was wanted Sena- 
tor Taylor of Chickasha' delivered a 
vigorous excoriation, in which he said 
the delay was for the purpose of al- 
lowing the managers to repair their 
broken fences, and "to place a grog- 
shop at every crossroads in Oklaho- 
ma." 
" 


"The various manipulations cau-ses 


doubt," said the Senator from Cnick- 
asha, "as to' the sincerity behind this 
bill for prohibition 
The house has 


asked for an opportunity to send a bill 
here which we know would pass, and 
we find the managers of the legislation 
refusing to permit it." 


Senator Stewart, 
lately 
returned 


from Antlers, said the people were call 
ing for some machinery which would 
keep whisky out of the country and 
not to bring it in.

"We of the Indian Territory side 


of the state," said Senator Stewart, 
'have lived there for forty years with- 
out a dispensary and don't flnd a neces 
sity for it now " 


He was asked if he had talked to 


the boys at the "forks" and he said 
that he had, and that they were not 
in favor of the "crossroad grogshop 
plan." 


Senator Redwine, who represents 


the McAlester district, went on record 
for his 37,000 people as favoring a 
dispensary, and Senator Roddie charg- 
ed that the house leaders who wanted 
the bill returned were known to fav- 
or the South Carolina plan of dis- 
pensary, which, according to the sena- 
tor from Ada, was about the same as 
an open saloon. 


Senator Memminger of Atoka offer-

So 
you can easily imagine, we don't have

for a straight enforcement law, with- 
out a dispensary, a special order for 
tomorrow morning Action by the sen- 
ate on the house's request came after 
a committee named last night In the 
senate caucus had been m consulta- 
tion with Speaker Murray and a com- 
mittee of the house this afternoon in 
an endeavor to have the house recede 
from its position in requesting re- 
turn of the bill.

The house committee refused 
to 


( change its attitude, and in plain words, 
told the senate's deputation that the 
house was weary of the way the bill 
was being treated in the senate. 


It was unofficially 
understood as 


was stated upon the floor of the sen- 
ate this afternoon, that the house 
would if given possession of the bill, 
divided it as suggested in the mes- 
sage of Mr. Murraj yesterday. 


In making the motion to postpone 


action until Friday afternoon, Sena- 
tor BUUrps, author of the bill, did not 
explain why delay was wanted Sena- 
tor Taylor of Chickasha' delivered a 
vigorous excoriation, in which he said 
the delay was for the purpose of al- 
lowing the managers to repair their 
broken fences, and "to place a grog- 
shop at every crossroads in Oklaho- 
ma." 
" 


"The various manipulations cau-ses 


doubt," said the Senator from Cnick- 
asha, "as to' the sincerity behind this 
bill for prohibition 
The house has 


asked for an opportunity to send a bill 
here which we know would pass, and 
we find the managers of the legislation 
refusing to permit it." 


Senator Stewart, 
lately 
returned 


from Antlers, said the people were call 
ing for some machinery which would 
keep whisky out of the country and 
not to bring it in. 
• 


"We of the Indian Territory side 


of the state," said Senator Stewart, 
'have lived there for forty years with- 
out a dispensary and don't flnd a neces 
sity for it now " 


He was asked if he had talked to 


the boys at the "forks" and he said 
that he had, and that they were not 
in favor of the "crossroad grogshop 
plan." 


Senator Redwine, who represents 


the McAlester district, went on record 
for his 37,000 people as favoring a 
dispensary, and Senator Roddie charg- 
ed that the house leaders who wanted 
the bill returned were known to fav- 
or the South Carolina plan of dis- 
pensary, which, according to the sena- 
tor from Ada, was about the same as 
an open saloon. 


Senator Memminger of Atoka offer- 


ed a resolution recommitting the bill 
to the senate committee with instruc- 
tions to report two measures, one an 
enforcement code 'and a dispensary 
system, the former to bear the emerg- 
ensy clause and the latter to be sub- 
mitted to the people 
The resolution 


was 'ruled, out of order because the 
bill was not before the "body for con- 
sideration 
- 


Friends of the measure tonight say 


they .hope to have their voting strength 
here by Friday afternoon, when they 
.will ask the Senate to 
adopt 
the 


emergency clause added by the house 
If it does not, the disposition is. not to 
oppose the return of the bill to the 
house as per the request of today. It 
is stated by one of, the advocates that 
some of the senate support has been 
driven away by the house offering 
to divide the bill which the so-call- 
ed'infiurgents- have< been laboring for.

old. He has a smooth-shaven face am 
Iocs of hair. He used to be a news- 
paper man. He has a breezy, cordia 
manner. 


"Being governor o£ a new, state is 


a much tougher job than that of an 
old state," said Mr. Hasskell yesterday 
as he sat in the directors' room of the 
Commonwealth Trust company. 
"In 


wealth and population we are ahead of 
twenty-two other states and yet we 
didn't have anything organized when 
we began except some schools. Our 
convicts are kept somewhere in Kan- 
sas. 
We have 180 crazy people near 


St. Louis. We haven't a state pris- 
on or any insane asylums, and these 
classes of people have to be taken 
eare of by private contract. 
Then 


there are deaf and dumb and blind 
people to be cared for. Ordinarily a 
new state has all its counties organ- 
ized. Out of our jseyenty-flve counties, 
forty-nine began their existence and 
local government at the time the state 
•Began it. It's a different proposition 
•when a governor steps up to the throt- 
Ue of machinery that has been in run- 
afng order for years. But in our state 
we are up against the proposition of 
organizing things at every turn. So 
Ton can easily imagine, we don't have 
-any spare time at the state capital 
these days. Everything is going to 
-eome out all right, but we have good, 
Sard work ahead of us.
